College President to Tell 
of Russian Life; Education
Community organizations in 

his area will have an oppor­ 
tunity to hear first hand 
about Russian life and educa- 
,ion from Los Angeles Trade- 
Technical College President 
<\ Parker Wilber when he re- 
urns to Los Angeles in July 
rom his present tour of So­ 

viet technicums or trade 
schools.

The college president, the 
only West Coast representa­ 
tive selected by the request of 
the State Department and the 
sole public school educator in 
he group, is presently on a 

24-day East-West Cultural 
Exchange tour of the Russian 
Trade schools with five other 
prominent college administra- 
ors.

OTHER MEMBERS
Other members of the 

group are Walter M. Har- 
ung, dean of the New York 

state Academy of Aeronau­ 
tics; Edmund J. Gleazer Jr., 
xecutive director of the Am­ 

erican Association of Junior 
Allege; oseph P. Kozlowski, 

professional assistant at the 
National Science Foundation; 
A. Ray Sims, dean of the Col­ 
lege of Technology at the Uni­ 
versity of Houston in Texas, 
and Karl O. Werwath, presi­ 
dent of the Milwaukee School 
of Engineering.

All of the members of the 
delegation, sponsored by the 
American Association of Jun­ 
ior Colleges and financed by 
the National Science Founda­ 
tion, are identified with high­ 
er education and specifically 
with the technical institute 
program.

This program offers two- 
year combination theory and 
laboratory courses, cl.osely 
associated with industry, in 
technical and engineering 
subjects, and graduates are 
called Engineering Techni­ 
cians.

EDUCATIONAL
President Wilber, a recog­ 

nized authority in the field of 
vocational education, said in 
an interview shortly before 
he left that the team expected 
to visit at 30 to 40 techni­ 
cums, in addition to manufac­ 
turing plants, correspondence 
schools, on-the-job training 
areas, and industries.

lies, and personnel. *

Flags in Our 
History Exhibited

A special exhibit commem­ 
orating Flag Day, June 14, 
and Independence Day, July 
4, is open to the public today, 
Thursday, June 1, at the Los 
Angeles County Museum. Ti­ 
tled "Flags in American His­ 
tory," it will continue through 
July 30.

The display features the 13 
star flag of the American 
Revolution, the 34 star flag 
of the Civil War period and 
the new 50 star flag. Also on 
view is an original document 
relating to the celebration of 
the first Fourth of July in 
Los Angeles in 1847. Lent by 
Santa Monica sculptor Dwight 
Franklin, the document is a 
directive signed by Colonel J. 
D. Stevenson on July 2, 1847, 
giving instructions for the 
first raising of the Stars and 
Strips over Los Angeles on 
July 4 at newly completed 
Fort Moore.

The flags have been select­ 
ed from the museum's collec­ 
tion, which is one of the 
largest in the West, compris­ 
ing more than 100 flags of 
historic significance.
